PUBLISHERS SEEK RELIEF. 

Newspaper* Urge Legislation Which May 
Lead to Lower Paper Price*. 

Washington.—Representatives of the 
American Publishers’ Association pre¬ 
sented a memorial to the Senate Fi¬ 
nance Committee formally as ing that 
some relief be afforded on account of 
the higher price of paper. The delega¬ 
tion said the association represented 
22,000 papers. No particuar legislation 
was advocated. The delegation was re¬ 
ceived by Senator Allison, acting chair¬ 
man, in the absence of Senator Aldrich. 
The resolution recited that the price 
of printing paper used by newspapers 
has increased from 60 to 100 per cent 
without reason or warrant to be found 
in the conditions of the industry, 
which was believed to be the working 
of a trust. 

The association appealed to Congress 
to inquire into the conditions com¬ 
plained of, to the end that suitable 
legislation might be provided to remedy 
these conditions. 

A copy of the resolution also was 
presented by the delegation to the 
House Ways and Means Committee. 

Beautiful Memorial Chapel. 

Paris.—Cardinal Richard, the Arch¬ 
bishop of Paris, has perfected the cere¬ 
mony of the dedication of the chapel in 
the Rue Jean Goujon, erected to the 
memory of the Charity Bazar victims 
by Count and Countess Boni de Castel- 
lane. The monument is architecturally 
a fine piece of work, and its sculptural 
decorations are singularly appropriate 
to the role of a commemorative chapel. 
A colossal statue of the Mater Doloroaa, 
with face upturned and aftns out¬ 
stretched toward heaven, stands on a 
marble and bronze altar. 


One Transport Charter Canceled. 

Washington. — The Quartermaster 
General has canceled the charter of the 
transport Aztec on the Pacific Coast and 
has rechartered tbs transport Athenian 
for service between Seattle and St. 
Michael and Cape Nome.

Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria 
has appointed Emperor William Field 
Marshal-General of the Austrian army. 

The New Zealand Government has 
contributed $25,000 to the relief of the 
Ottawa fire sufferers. The fund is 
now over $600,000. 

The President has nominated Sanford 
B. Dole of Hawaii to be Governor of 
Hawaii and Henry E. Cooper of Hawaii 
to be Secretary of Hawaii. 

Paymaster W. L. Wilson of the 
United States Navy has been ordered 
to duty on the Pensacola and additional 
duty as storekeeper of the training sta¬ 
tion. v 

An Anglo-German syndicate has 
been formed with 40,000,000 marks 
capital for exploiting the German: 
Southwest Africa copper deposits near 
Otavi. 

John L. Locke of Huntington, Or., 
and E. H. Callister of Salt Lako City 
have been appointed special agents to 
collect live stock statistics for the Census 
Bureau. 

The President has approved the rec¬ 
ommendation of the Secretary of War 
that the authorized number of commis¬ 
sary sergeants in the army be increased 
from 165 to 200. 

The Controller of the Currency has 
approved the First National Rank of 
Denver and the First National Rank of 
Kansas City ns reserve agents for the 
First National Rank of Iajs Angeles. 

General Riveria, former Secretary of 
Agriculture, says that statements re¬ 
cently published representing him as 
heading a revolutionary movement in 
the province of Santiago are absolutely 
false, and, in his opinion, made with 
the intention of hurting the cause of 
Cuba. lie declares lie could not stir 
up a revolution in Santiago province 
even if he desired to do so, as the peo¬ 
ple there are much more anxious to 
tend to their crops and look after their 
cattle than to fight. 

The agitation for reform in the higher 
schools of Germany is assuming formid¬ 
able proportions. The Berlin technical 
high school has sent the Minister of 
Education a strong memorial recom¬ 
mending a reorganization of the - gym¬ 
nasium curriculum, and in Berlin the 
Society of German Engineers nnd 
three influential scholastic associa¬ 
tions, after demonstrating the present 
untenable conditions, passed resolu¬ 
tions of similar import. 

The President lias returned to Con¬ 
gress with a veto message the bill au¬ 
thorizing the adjustment of rights of 
settlers on the Navajo reservation in 
Arizona. The President dwells on 
the progress made by these Indians and 
the recent enlargement of their reser¬ 
vation in order to avoid contention and 
friction between the Indians and 
whites, and says that the Indians 
should not now be deprived of their 
lands. To take their lands, he says 
would bo a breach of faith. 

A Bill to Repeal the Chinese Exclusion 
Law*. 

Washington.— Representative Raker 
of Maryland has introduced a bill to 
repeal the Chinese exclusion acts of 
May 5, 1892, as amended November 8, 
1893, and of September 13, 1888, as 
amended October 1, 1888, of May 6, 
1882, as amended July 5, 1884. 

Baker’s bill provides that the “laws of 
the United States now enacted on the 
subject of foreign immigration are and 
shall be applicable to Chinese persons 
and persons ol Chinese descent who 
shall prove themselves able to read the 
Constitution of the United States when 
written or printed in the English or 
Chinese language.” The Secretary of 
the Treasury is empowered to make 
regulations to carry the law into effect. 

Divine Healer* Under the Ban. 

New York.—A special to the World 
from Washigton says: Divine healers 
have come under the ban of the Poet- 
office Department, and in a few days an 
order will be issued debarring them 
from the use of the mails. The depart¬ 
ment has been gathering information 
respecting their methods for a month, 
and it is now so well conceded that 
their business is illegitimate that it is 
the purpose to institute a general raid. 

Sealing Salt Discontinued. 

New York.—Judge La combe in the 
United States Circuit Court consented 
to the discontinuance of the third suit 
brought by the United States Govern- 
tnent against the North American Com¬ 
mercial Company to recover about 
$400,000 in penalties, royalties and 
rentals in connection with the Alaska 
seal islands. The suit was discon- 
1 tinued at the request of United States 
Attorney-General Griggs. Two previ¬ 
ous suits, involving about $1,000,000 
in the aggregate, were won by the Gov¬ 
ernment. 


JAPAN AND RUSSIA TO CLASH. 

The C*ar Making Demand* on Corea 

nnd Getting the Better of the Strife. 

Yokohama.—With the entire sub¬ 
sidence of the immediate war scare the 
Japanese press and people are busy 
speculating upon the possible reasons 
for the frequency and persistency ot 
Russia’s “demands” on Corea. These 
demands are constantly checkmated by 
Japan, and yetit is noted that somehow 
Russia always comes out of the diplo¬ 
matic strife a bit ahead, with some 
slight concession made to her for her 
compliance in receding from her initial 
claims. In the most recent distance, 
starting with her usual impossible de¬ 
mand, her final compromise is the ob¬ 
taining froiq Corea a guarantee that no 
part of the island of Koche shall be 
alienated at any time in the future. It 
is noted that the terms of this guaran¬ 
tee are identical with those by which 
the Yang-tse valley became England's 
acknowledged “sphere of influence,” so 
that Rumia now has gained her point 
and has an acknowledged sphere of in¬ 
fluence in the straits of Croea. 

What this means to Russia and to 
Japan is plainly indicated by the 
statns of Manchuria, now recognized 
by every one hero in the East as just as 
much a part of the Russian Empire as 
Siberia itself. Nothing, in fact, is 
more evident than that the Czar’s 
( Government, pursuing its favorite and 
alwnys successful tactics, lias gained 
its coveted foothold for a naval station, 
where it can plant itself as a direct 
menace to Japan. Even if Russia had 
been unsuccessful in this particular 
move, the constant nagging to which 
the Japanese Government has been 
and is still being subjected by the Mus¬ 
covite demands upon Corea can have 
hut ono outcome, and now that Russia 
has actually gained tier end, the result 
upon which Europe has been recently 
insisting would seem to bo actually 
not far off. Many of the most intelli¬ 
gent observers hero are, therefore, pre¬ 
dicting a clash of arms in tlio near 
future.

NAVAL BILL APPROPRIATIONS. 

Senate Committee MakeR a Oompromke 
on the Armor Question. 

Washington.—The Senate Commit¬ 
tee on Naval Affairs has reported the 
naval appropriation bill. The bill as 
reported carries $63,128,616, an in¬ 
crease over the House bill of $2,241,- 
000. The principal increases are: 
Naval Academy at Annapolis, $2,000,- 
000; public works at Navy yards, 
$392,400; Gathman Gun equipment, 
$250,000; ocean surveys, $90,000. The 
Senate struck out the provision appro¬ 
priating $500,000 for emergencies in 
the island possessions. 

The provisions relating to armor ap¬ 
propriates the $4,000,000 carried in 
the House bill for the purchase of 
armor, directs the Secretary of the 
Navy to pay not exceeding $645 per 
ton for armor for the Maine, Ohio and 
Missouri, and to contract for other 
vessels at $445 per ton, and if it can¬ 
not be purchased at that price he is to 
acquire a site and erect an armor plate 
to cost not more than $4,000,000, of 
which sum $2,000,000 is made imme¬ 
diately available. Another provision 
is that no contracts for armor vessels 
provided in the present act shall be 
made at a price higher than $300 per 
ton. 

By another amendment the President 
is authorized to purchase from Spain 
the floating dock in Havana harbor at 
$275,000, and $25,000 is allowed for 
transferring the dock to such point as 
may be determined upon.

Voracious Beasts Kill Nearly One Hnn- 
ilrcil Men and Injure Many Others— 
Tlicir Frightful Karaites Committed 
in Africa and India. 

Obstructing the building of a railroad 
Is a rather unusual feat for lions, yet 
that is what two of them did some time 
ago in Central Africa, near Victoria 
Nyanzn. The matter was referred to 
by Lord Salisbury In one of his address¬ 
es in the British House of Lords.

On almost any night, and at any 
time of the night, the men were liable 
to be aroused by the shrieks of their 
abducted comrades, and to hear the 
cracking of their hones and the tearing 
of their limbs a rod or two away, while 
the lions growled and quarreled over 
their prey. Sick men in the hospital 
died from sheer terror at these horrible 
sounds and the horrible scenes they 
suggested. The beasts were shot at lu 
the darkness, but seldom lilt. For tire- 
arms, tire or torches they cared noth¬ 
ing. One of them leaped upon an offi¬ 
cer, tore his knapsack from Ills back 
and then carried away and a devoured 
a soldier near him. 

Many became so terror-stricken that 
they threw themselves on the rails In 
front of a coastward train and Insisted 
on either being run over or carried off 
on the train. Those who stayed for¬ 
sook the tents and huts nnd camped 
out on top of the water tanks, on roofs 
and bridge girders or In beds lashed to 
the highest branches of the trees. One 
night one of these broke, letting its 
lodgers fall within ft few feet of the 
lions. But, being already too occupied 
with devouring a victim, the brutes 
gave no heed to this "windfall, but let 
the Intruders escape until another 
meal. 

Killed Nearly One Hundred Men. 
During the eight months that these 
lions lived upon these railroad men 
they would be occasionally wounded by 
a shot and obliged to retire from active 
life, thus giving the camp intervals of 
quiet. But they killed and ate In all 
nearly thirty natives of India, twice as 
many African natives, besides Injuring 
mnny others of various nationalities. 

It was Impossible to poison them be¬ 
muse they confined their diet entirely 
to human beings, to the neglect of every 
kind of game, with which the region 
abounds. The white men were not 
numerous enough to hunt them suc- 
• cessfully and the Sepoys were too un¬ 
skilled with firearms. At length an en¬ 
gineer of the line who spent mouths of 
bis time pui-suiug them, worn out by 
loss of sleep, sitting up In the moon¬ 
light and tracking them during the day, 
succeeded In shooting them both and 
putting an end to these man-eaters’ 
reign of terror. They were each over 
nine feet long. 

Both Africa and India are In many 
parts under the dominion of the lion 
and tiger. Against the lion of South 
Africa the native has to be constantly 
on his guard. The Arabs arrange their 
tents in a circle In the center of which 
the herds are penned, and outside the 
tents is a rude hedge. When they hear 
the animal begin roaring, and he can be 
neard plainly at a distance of three 
miles, sometimes faintly nine miles off, 
they kindle the heaps of wood that 
have been plied up before each tent so 
that the occupant may hurl a lighted 
orand at him.

The boys in 
China walk on stilts Just ns boys do 
here, nnd play at blindfold, hide and 
seek nnd leap frog, but all in a different 
way from here. 

“We had great sport fighting beetles. 
We would find those iu the fields and 
trnin them to fight, and we would laj 
wagers on which would win Just as 
you do here on prizefighters. 

“No neighborhood in China can af¬ 
ford to have a had boy in it. Suppose 
at Chinese New Year's, when we nre 
all shooting firecrackers, some one 
would shoot a revolver. There would 
he great trouble. Not only would the 
one who shot the revolver be puuislied, 
but Ids relatives nnd neighbors and the 
magistrate of the district would be 
punished or reprimanded, because in 
Chinn such tilings must) not happen. A 
stranger could walk through my vil¬ 
lage day or night with no one to hurt 
him.

Great Engineering Feat flesigned to 
Equalize Its Flow of Water. 

Oue of tlie most ancient islands, and 
one rich in historic associations, is 
threatened with destruction. When 
the Nile reservoirs planned by the 
great Wllleocks were first made known 
to the world, and it was found that he. 
although offering. six or seven sites for 
his cyclopean designs, really only high¬ 
ly recommended one, the construction 
of which woo'd wipe out tlie Island of 
Philae, the loveliest spot on the Nile, 
there was a universal howl of opposi¬ 
tion. This got to such a height that 
Sir W. Garstin and his engineers may 
have felt a grim kind of relief when 
I they found tlint the French would al¬ 
low them no money from the Calsse to 
realize their scheme for storing the 
blessed water, nnd they had for a time 
to abandon tlie whole nffnlr. So when, 
one fine morning, John Alrd, Sir Benja¬ 
min Baker and their friends unexpect¬ 
edly called nt the office of works in 
Cairo and offered to make any amount 
of dams, cnnnls nnd locks wherever 
they pleased, for no present cash pay¬ 
ment, In accepting tlielr wonderful 
offer tlie government out down the lev¬ 
el of the great reservoir by nearly oue- 
hnlf. Wllloeks wanted to store up 120 
feet of water. Sir Benjamin Baker 
was told to content himself with twen¬ 
ty meters (alKiut sixty-live feet) of Nile 
storage. 

And so the nrtists and the tourists 
nnd the general opponents to the 
drowning of I’lillne were appeased, or 
at least silenced, nnd the greatest engi¬ 
neering work that tlie world lias ever 
seen wns quickly started and within a 
year 20,000 men were employed at As¬ 
souan nnd at tlie supplemental dam at 
Asslout.

This Is 
a block of hard, crystallized salt, about 
ten inches long nml two anil a quarter 
Inches in breadth and thickness, slight¬ 
ly tapered toward tlie end; five go to 
the dollar at the capital, but Its value 
varies according to the distance it lias 
to he brought from Lake Anal, a salt 
lake near tlie entrance to the Red Sea. 
People are very particular about tills, 
loo; if It does not ring like metal when 
tucked with the linger nail, or if it Is 
cracked or chipped, they won t take it. 
It Is a token of affection, ulso, when 
friends meet, to give each other ft lick 
of their respective nmoles, and In tills 
way the material value of tho bar Is 
also decreased.

It does not matter what sort they are, 
whether “scatter gun” or rltio cart¬ 
ridges, nor.

with hot water. After that the surface 
was thoroughly cleaned, and the pic¬ 
ture Is now almost as bright and dear 
as it was when It left the painter's 
easeL The owner could hardly believe 
his eyls. It seemed to him that a veri¬ 
table miracle bad been accomplished.”

Plarcn Wu Art Force* to Qmlt Be- 
roost of Drststii, 

"Few realize how many musician* 
arc obliged to go oat of the business 
on account of deafness,” said an old 
musician to a reporter. “Only a few of 
the thousands of players In the coun¬ 
try become famous The great mass 
it them plod along day after day in the 
•ame old path. When one of ns drops 
sut. no one cares to Inquire why, but 
many times the reason is deafness and 
nothing else. 

“Loss of bearing is particularly the 
affliction of those who play brass in- 
ttruments. A cornetist who has play¬ 
ed In Kansas City orchestras for many 
years has stopped playing now be¬ 
cause be is losing bis faculty of hear¬ 
ing. He went out of the business be¬ 
fore it was too late. Many of the old 
players hang to their instruments until 
the loudest strains of an orchestra or 
clamor of a band sounds to them like a 
mere hum.. Then they are forced to 
stop. Their usefulness is gone. 

**The musician's deafness is undoubt¬ 
edly caused by the injurious effects of 
the constant vibration of musical notes 
upon the delicate machinery of the ear. 
A man who blows a cornet or a trom¬ 
bone or a horn of any kind for several 
hours will notice a qneer buzzing in bis 
ears. When the playing is kept up ev¬ 
ery day in the week and every week in 
the year for a long number of years, 
it’s no wonder that deafness comes. 
Some musicians play withont effort. 
Their skill is naturaL They poor out 
music as free as breath. But the skill 
of others is acquired only by hard and 
constant labor. In addition to their 
regular playing in band or orchestra 
they must practice industriously sever¬ 
al hours every day. And these are the 
ones who lose their hearing and drop 
out of sight unnoticed."—Kansas City 
Star.

"Cooperage Is one of the trades that 
no one thought of improving until with¬ 
in recent years,” said a manufacturer, 
“but then the inventors and expert ma¬ 
chinists started in with such a rush 
that it takes a good deal of our time 
keeping abreast of the improvements 
that are coming into the market every 
day. 

“The work used to be done entirely 
V>y hand, and the coopers often had to 
buy their hoops from a tirm that made 
hotl^ug else. The coopers were not 
well enough equipped to make all the 
different parts of a barrel themselves, 
end often they bought everything out- 
tide and merely put the barrels togeth- 
rr. It used to take tive or six men to 
do the work properly, and an hour's 
time would perhaps turn out ten bar¬ 
rels. 

“As the system is now, all the differ¬ 
ent parts are made by one machine, 
and only one man is needed to attend 
it. After the wood is fashioned into 
staves and hoops and braces by it the 
pieces are run through another section 
of It and come out almost Immediately 
a liuished barrel, ready to be loaded 
and shipped to qiir customers. 

“On a regular average ubout 30 bar¬ 
rels can be turned out in an hour. You 
can see what .the saving is over the old 
way. Employing six men for one hour, 
as they used to do, we can get 100 bar¬ 
rels, where by the old system they 
were only able to get ten.”—I’ittsburg 
Chronicle-Telegraph.
